Seminole Manor residents 
still have water problems

A quiet battle over water rights, and wrongs, 
goes on in Pahokee. 

‘There may be no winners, ever. 

Several residents in the Seminole Manor area 
have water, and raw sewage, standing in their 
yards and driveways. 

The residents claim the water has stayed on 
lawns and driveways for months at a time, ever 
since they moved in, starting in July a year ago.

Florida farmers protest
